GAINESVI) — Most Florida 
livestock needs sapplemental phos- 
phorus for efficient producton, ac- 
cording to Dr. L. R, Arrington, as- 
sociate animal nutritionist with 
the Florida Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station. 

Dr. Arrington says a number of 
sources are available on.the market 
te: supply this material. “For 

any years,” says the nutrition- 
ist, “bone meal was the chief source 
of phosphorus. But the needs and 
demand for phosphorus became 
such that there was not enough 
bone meal, so other sources now 
have to be used.” 

Dicalcium phosphate is a manu- 
factured product containing about 


“|18 to 20 percent phosphorus. This 


is widely used inlivestock feeding. 

Defluorinated+phosphate is a 
natural rock phosphate which has 
been processed to make ‘it suitable 
tor animals, A large arhount of this 
product is produced in Florida. The 
fluorine is this material has been 
removed or reduced so that it may 


be fed without danger of fluorine;

| toxicity. Dr. Arrington says the 


amount of phosphorus in the differ- 
ent defluorinated products, varies 
from about 14 to 18 percent. 

Curacao ‘Island “phosphate is 
mined in the islands off the coast

But 
Dr. Arrington says the fluorine has 
not been removed and the amount 
fed needs to be limited and care- 
fully controlled. 

Soft phosphate, or colloidal phos- 
phate, in another material produc- 
ed in Florida. This product con- 
tains about 9.5 percent phosphorus; 
but also-contains fluorine. 

“Recently,” says Dr.  Arrings 
ton, “there has been much interest 
ip the use-of phosphoric acid asa 
source of phosphorus for live- 
stock.” The acid can be used, he 
adds, but it is very difficult and 
somewhat dangerous to handle be-
